3. Claims 1-16 and 26 are rejected under 35 I'.S.C. 102(b) as being fully anticipated by 
Kamieniecki et al or f ujihara et al. 

In Kamieniecki et al. figure 17. elements 215. 217 and 219 are piezoelectric actuators. In f igure 
9 of f ujihara et al elements 43 are ball screws or piezoelectric elements. 

4. The abstract is insufficient. A proper abstract is required. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. Keller is cited to show an additional chuck support apparatus. 
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
